“We have had more inquiries about 
’ Adams county farm land in the 
last CO days than

before,” Burgess 
C. 
A. 
Heiges, 
representative 
of 
the 
S trout Farm 
Agency, who has 
been in the farm land business 
hereabouts for many years, tells 
us. 
“The inquiries we are getting 
come largely from the big cities of 
the state,” Burgess Heiges con­ 
tinued, “and are 
from 
persons 
who w ant to get back to the land, 
4-not as speculators, but as resi­ 
dents. 
“ Asked what has brought about 
the revival of interest in farm 
land, I would say it is the im­ 
proved highways and th a t folks 
elsewhere 
have 
been 
hearing 
about the improvement cam paigns 
th at have been going on; the lim­ 
ing and fertilizing of the land, the 
creation 
of 
breeding organiza­ 
tions, and particularly the good 
prices th at stock of all kinds are 
now bringing. 
“ Lands close to improved high­ 
ways are now quoted $10 an acre 
higher than lands 
in 
the 
back 
country. 
“ You can get good Adams coun­ 
ty land now all the way from $75 
to $200 an acre. There are some 
lands at $60. 
T hat’s too low, of 
course, but you can get it for that. 
Compared with land values in 
other states that land ought to 
easily be worth from HOO to 
$150 an acre. 
“ But I believe this situation is 
changing in Adams county, with 
the new spirit that is coming over 
the farm ing industry, and th at 
prices will advance." 
Burgess Heiges says th a t land 
values are fixed by w hat one can 
make from the land and w ith im ­ 
proved prices for farm products, 
there is bound to be rising real es­ 
tate values. 
This point was well emphasized 
to Ye Times editor last week in 
conversation with a form er Ad­ 
ams county man now engaged in 
farm ing in western N ebraska who 
said th at during the past few 
years farm ers in th at section had 
been very prosperous with the re­ 
sult th at land values had alm ost 
do u bl im I in five years. 
Adams county farm ers may be 
slow on the m arket now, but we 
predict that the next few years 
will see a big rise in values. Now 
is the time to buy them.

STie son "of a Prussian officer at Ful- 
8a, lie was born in 1S69 and received 
his military training at a military 
academy. 


His advance was rapid to the rank 


of captain, and he was assigned to 
the general staff ia 1901. At the but- 
Tjrealt'of the world war he was made 
^eaief of staff of the second army of 
"reserves, in which position he pio%ed 
himself, by his brilliant crossing^ of 
the Vistula in July, 1915, ancl by his 
magnificent repulses 
o'f murderous 


Russian- attacks,

.and resourceful military leader that 
he was decorated with the order of 
"Pour le Merit," created by Frederick 
the Great, the highest decoration con- 
ferred in. the German army for per- 
sonal valor. In 1^17 he was made 
chief of staff of Duke Albrechfs army 
and in 1918 was entrusted with veil- 
ing the German offensive. 


In November, 191S the thankless 


task devolved upon lum of collecting 
the opinions of 39 generals .ind col- 
onels still ^at the fighting front and 
submitting by order of General Gree- 
ner the following report to the Kaiser- 


"The troops are still loyal to -vour 


majesty, but they are very fatigued 
and disinterested and desire nothing 
but res-t and peace 
They v.ill not 


march against the Fatherland now, 
not even with jour majesty at their 
head, nor will they march against 
Bolshevism. 
Their sole longuig is a 


truce and every hour us of the utmost 
importance." 


General Heye ^as promoted to the 


rank of lieutenant general in 1922 and 
four vears later succeeded General \on 
Seeckt as commander in chief of too 
Geiman forces of defense.

to London to judge a cookery exhibi­ 
tion and were guest* of French chefs 
employed in London, they nibbled at 
the food served to them at a banquet 
but relished what they ate. And they 
tasted the fine wines set before them, 
but drank only a glass or two of the 
dozens offered.

Because they eat slowly, 
they said, chefs outlive moat ordinary 
folk. 
Less wine was drunk at the banquet 
than at the average dinner at the 
The chefs preferred mineral 
waters. 
Much of their food, however, 
had an alcoholic flavor. The Colche*- 


native oysters were bathed in 
Chablis, the turtle soup was titillated 
with old Madeira, the sole had been 
cooked in champaign and in the vapor 
cf young asparagus, and the garniture 
of the sole-crayflsh stuffed with ravioli 
had been braised in brandy. TJie Eng­ 
lish pheasant Was cooked in rare red 
wino, and pear dessert was drenched 
in Kirsch before being covered with 
clotted cream.

SirKth, as *ie wrote for record, "plant- j 
ed j&pple seeds"4 at Johnstown, Va.,~ 
he. little guessed that the woods of 
the.new continent harbored a minute j 
out deader enemy of the apple tree. I 


Unsuspected by the colonists, there 


lurked among red cedar trees a fun- 
gus"" that w,as to make a serious at- 
taclr two centuries later on descend- 
ants of the fi^uit trees they had plant- 
ed. Even taeHu "cedar rust," as the 
disease is now", known, completed its 
life cycle on tn»e native crab, apple. 
It was nature's^ job to adapt rust 
spores to the impovted relative. 


How well It succeeded -was dem- 


onstrated in 1914. ^According to offi- 


cial estimate, jeedar rust destroyed 
100,000 barrels of commercial apples 
in the Winchester, Va., district alone. 
The disease had been found and iden- 
tified in the same region seven years 
before by Dr. M. B. Waite, federal 
plant pathologist. 


The rust is present again this year, 


Dr. Waite says>—no more serious than 
expected, but certainly on the increase 
wherever infected red cedars grow 
near orchards. Its damage is attest- 
ed by defoliated apple boughs and 
dwarfed, under-colored fruit 
From 90 


to 05 per cent of the damage is done 
through attacks on the leaf, which, 
killed, cuts off nutrition and stunts 
the fruit growth. Remaining injury 
includes spotting of the apple itself. 


Three living plants are necessary 


to the two-year life cycle of cedar 


rust—the red cedar tree, the apple or 
its Relatives and the cedar rust fun- 
gus. 
In spring the .little brown galls 


on the cedar tree start exuding their 
orange-colored, gelatinous spor© mass- 
es. Secondary spores, .or 
sporidia, 


form on the first rain after apples 
reach the pink bud stage. 
At every 


rain for about six weeks the very 
light and minute *,porldia is thrown 
off and carried by the wind to the 
young apple leaves.

Where infected red cedars are abun- 


dant, Dr. AVaite says, apple orchards 
four miles away mav bp endangered. 
The only safe practice is to cut down 
the cedars. The nature of the attack 
and the leaf growth make spraying 
impracticable. 


Virginia has a county option law 


requiring infected red cedars within 
two miles of. an apple orchard be des- 
troyed 
Owners of the trees, are com- 


pensated from an extra tax on or- 
chard lands in the area.
